Claims 39-49 and 52-64 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims (13-26; 32-37) and 15-20 of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,503,457 and 6,824,738 respectively. Although the conflicting claims 
are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because both are 
directed to automated sample processing using a container having an inner diameter 
smaller than the solid support to retain the solid support above the lowest bottom 
portion of the container. The restriction requirement made in the parent application was 
directed to different subject matter than presently claimed here.
